We realize that the matter of the personality of can' 


didates makes, as a rule, a deeper impression upon the 
average individual than does the question of issues, and 
so we would remind the voters again of the three amend- 
ments to the state constitution on which they will vote. 


One is the amendment empowering the legislature 


•to vote a poll tax in the state. The poll tax was prohib- 
ited by the constitution which was adopted in 1912. 
It 


is practically impossible to enforce the question of a poll 
tax and hence people have been penalized in poll tax 
law for non-payment by the forfeiture of their right to 
vote. 


This practically places a tax as the basis for the 


right of suffrage. It is not a tax that is based upon the 
people's ability to pay. It would deny people the right 
to vote simply because they may be unable, for various 
reasons, to pay the particular amount. We believe that 
this amendment should be defeated. 


The BO-cailed soldiers' bonus bill, otherwise called 


adjusted compensation, has been discussed at consider- 
able length, and we believe that the people's minds have 
been made up pretty much on this matter. We believe 
that it should be carried. 


The amendment providing for redistricting the sen- 


1 atorial districts of the state, we believe, should be car- 
ried. It is so arranged that the senate is more likely to 
be in harmony with the state administration regardless 
of whether the administration is republican or democrat- 
ic than it is under the present, conditions. 


We believe that it is a fair amendment and should be 
passed.
